Sgt. Nuel Schneider of the 
Washtenaw County Sheriff's De- 
partment said a fight between a 
white and a Negro student at 
Willow Run School in adjoining 
Ypsilanti 
Tov^TLship 
Tuesday 
touched off the hard feelings. 


He said the department was 
tiinied that there would be a 
fight Thursday and more than 
20 
men 
patrolled 
the 
area 
around the school, stopping all 
cars containing students. "We 
confiscated 
billy 
clubs, 
lead 
pipes, 
hatchets, 
chains 
and 
kniives," he said. 


"Hie deputy said the 35 ar- 
rested all were white. He said 
33 of tliem were juveniles and 
were released to their parents, 
pending later appearance in ju- 
venile court. 


Two. James E. Loomis,' 18, and 
Charles Hale, 18, both of Ypsi- 
lanti, 
were arraigned 
before 
Municipal Court Judge Edward 
Deake. Bond was set at $1,500 
dollars.

Viet Cong, Yank Casualty 
Lists Show Sharp Gains 


SAIGON, 
South 
Viet 
Nam 
(AP) — U.S. forces today re- 
ported another 184 C3ommunists 
killed by American irianes and 
troops, pushing claimed Oom- 
munist losses in men beyond 2,- 
(MO in the past two weeks. An 
American spoltesman said these 
were the highest Red casualty 
figures of thé war. 


American Air Force and Navy 
jets again pounded targets in 
North and South Viet Nam. A 
Navy 
Skj'raider 
became 
the 
ninth victim of Communist anti- 
aircraft defenses since the Unit- 
ed States resumed the air war 
on the North 12 days ago. 


The plane was shot down 15 
miles north of the 17th Parallel 
Thursday by heavy flak, an Air 
Force spokesman seid. No para- 
chute was seen by other pilots 
and the Navy airman was pre- 
sumed killed. 


The Viet Cong shot and killed 
an American civilian engineer 
(grating a tractor in a jungle 
clearing at a rock quarry 20 
miles northeast of Saigon. His 
partner escaped when two guer- 
rillas leaped out ot spider holes 
and opened fire. 


Casualties also rose sharply 
on the American side in the past 
week, with the numiber of U.S. 
sCTviicemen killed in Viet Nam 
combat since Jan. 1, 1961, offi- 
cially listed at 
According 
to Defense Department figures 
released in Washington Thurs- 
day the roll of dead increased 
by 103 in the seven days ending 
Monday night. 


The list of wounded rose 706 to 
a total of 9,658, compared mth 
391 in the previous week. Miss- 


ing in action totaled 161, en in- 
crease of 12. 


Many of the casualties on both 
sides came during Operations 
Masher and White Wing, which 
brought U.S. 1st Cavalrymen 
and Marines together with other 
Mlled-iroopa^in ,a„l9ig .ollensive 
in t!ie Communist - dominated 
coastal ricelanda 300 
m i l e s 
northeast of Saigon. 


The air cavalry claims up- 
wards of 800 Communists killed 
in their end of the operation, 
although the big push failed to 
nail sevei-al North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong regiments report- 
ed in the area. 


The Marines, who linked up 
with the cavalrymen after an 
amphibious landing to the north, 
reported killing another 15 Viet 


Cong in minor actions In the 
past 24 hours, raising the Leath- 
erneck hag to 256 since Jan. 28. 


Down the coast, the U.S. 101st 
Airborne reported its paFatrooi>> 
ers had kilted 20 more Viet Gong 
in their patrols to pratect the 
rice, harvest abound Tuy Ho«» 
240 miles northeast of Saigon. 
This raised their reported kiU in 
that area to 303. 


South Korean marines, oper- 
ating at their elbow, reported 
609 Communists killed and 43 
captured. 


In North Viet Nam, Air Force 
and 7th Fleet planes again plas- 
tered 
highways, bridges, 
rail 
lines, ferries and barges around 
Vinh and 
Dong Hoi, coastal 
cities in the North Vietnamese 
panhandle.

ATLANTA, Ga. iAP) — Rep.-' 
elect Julian Bond will appeal to 
the U.S. Supreme Court a deci- 
sion upholding the 
G e o r g i a 
Hou.se of Representatives' 
re- 
fusal to seat him because of 
statements held to be "at war 
with the national policy." 


In a 2'\ decision, a federal 
court ruled Thursday that 
the 
House action was legal and ra- 
tional on the basis of Bond's 
voicing sympathy with men un- 
willing to respond to a military 
draft. 


Bond, 26, a Negro and a Dem- 
ocrat, 
was 
barred 
from 
the 
House last Jan. 10 because of 
his 
statements 
labeling 
U.S. 
participation in Viet Nam 
as 


aggression and urging men to 
seek 
alternatives 
to 
military 


service. 


Bond said at a news confer* 
•nee the decision will ba ap. 
pMled. 


"The court." said Bond, "was 
either unwilling or unable to 
protect the Democratic process 
and the rights of the citizens of 
rny district to select tlie man 
they wish to represent them in 
the legislature." 


He already has qualified as 
the lone candidate for hi.s seat 
in a si^ecial election Feb. 23 — 
five days after the General As- 
sembly adjourns this 
session. 
Bond had said earlier he also 
will run in the regular election 
this fall for a full two-year 
term. 


Bond was among eight Ne- 
groes elected to the House last 
year in a special election fol- 
km'ing 
court-reapportionment: 
the other seven Negroes were 
seated and the court ruled out a 
contention that racial prejudice 
m m b B basis fbr Bond's exclu- 
sion.

Humphrey 
to 
Saigon 
slum 
districts, 
where

Vietnamese student group, and 
a low-rent housing development. 


"Here we see the principle of 
self-help really at work," said 
Humphrey, who arrived Thurs-

to

Most of the moB^ would be 
for cducatkNial braefits on tha 
basis of one month of ichooUng 
for Mch month of service, up to 
36 months or four normal years 
of college study. Beneficiaries 
could select their own school, 
within limits, and would not 
have to be high school gradu- 
ates. 


Educational benefits would be 
paid directly to the veteran at 
the rate of $100 monthly for 
full-time schooling for a single 
person and $150 for those with 
two or more dependents. Small- 
er allotments would be paid to 
students who attend school less 
than 
full-time,

would be allowed for less than 
half-time students. 


The schooling could be spread 
over a period of eight years.

PALOMARES BEACH, Spain | 
(AP) — High winds sweeping! 
the 
southern 
Mediterranean 
coast of Spain today delayed the 
start of a search by midget 
submarine for the missing U.S. 
nuclear bomb. It had been ex­ 
pected to start at dawn. 


The 22-foot Alvin and the 50- 
foot AJuminaut arrived Thurs­ 
day to join U.S. Navy Task 
Force 65, which so far has local* 
ed nearly 70 pieces of wreckage 
on the sea floor about 1.000 feet 
down. 


The two sub.s are expected to 
use Iheir underwater soiuid and 
television gear to guide them 
along the Mediterranean floor in 
tearch of the bomb and other 
wreckage missing since the col­ 
lision and crash of a U.S. B52 
bomber and its jet tanker Jan. 
17. 


The subs can either v>luck the 
bomb from the bottom with me­ 
chanical arms or attach lines so 
a ship above can haul it up. 


Should the missing bomb not 
appear among the 
objects 
al­ 
ready located and marked by 
buoys, the search will have to 
be extended farther to >ea. 


Wreckage w’as strewn along 
the coast and out to sea last 
month when the B32 and its 
KC135 tanker

The misi>ing weapon is de­ 
scribed unofficially as a 20-meg­ 
aton hydrogen bomb, with ex­ 
plosive power equivalent to 20 
million tons of TNT.

Northern Michigan U iiiver-1 
sity will create the first uni­ 
versity-operated 
Job 
Corps 
Center for women in the nation 
under 
the 
federal 
govern­ 
ment's Office of Economic Op- 
porunity program. 


Award of an initial grant of 
$2,725,000 to NMU 
to create 
tiie center on its campus and 
to operate it for the first 17 
months was announced at the 
university late Wednesday by 
Congressman Raymond Clev-1 
enger (D-Sault Ste. Marie). 


The grant needs the approval 
of Governor George 
Romney 
as such War on Poverty pro­ 
gram« are channeled through 
state 
governments. 
Governor 
Romney said the matter was 
presented to him for the first 
time 
Wednesday. 
State 
ap­ 
proval is looked 
for at Nor­ 
thern. 


First In State 


The Job Corps Center for 
women is a “first” for Nor­ 
thern, and a “first” 
for the 
W ar on Poverty in Michigan. 
There are six other Job Corps 
Centers for women in the na­ 
tion. Only Job Corps Center 
in the Upper Peninsula is one 
for men at Marenisco in Goge­ 
bic County. 


“We are glad to have the 
program,” said Dr. Edgar L. 
Harden, president of Northern, 
“because we feel that the uni­ 
versities must give more than 
lip serx'ice to the War on Pov­ 
erty. We are not neophytes in 
this business, as we have had 
job training and other oppor­ 
tunity programs. 


“We are going to have piob- 
ilems with this center. It will 
not be 
easy 
to 
administer. 
These young ladies will come 
from all sections of the country 
and will have suffered all sorts 
of social depriv'ation. They will 
have been disadvantaged all 
theii' lives. 


Risks Involved 


“We will stress personal hy­ 
giene, basic education and job 
training. I think it is going to 
have an impact on our educa­ 
tion program. We will have a 
look at the results of social de­ 
privation and what universi­ 
ties should do in curriculum 
adjustm ent to prepare our tea­ 
chers for conditions they’re go­ 
ing to find in life. 


‘‘There are calculated risks in­ 
volved. There will be incidents 
that will cause comment. There 
will be comments 
like ‘The 
university has no business in 
this sort of a program.’ But if 
we are not going to be involved 
in the business of people maybe 
we should go out of business. 


“Northern has placed 90 per 
cent of its trainees who had 
lost their jobs but when you 
lose human dignity it is a much 
more serious thing.” 


“Some of our teachers have 
fot to get their hands dirty,” 


said Congressman Clevenger. 
“This represents an effort to 
find techniques of social re­ 
covery and to develop them. 
Looking down the road we ex­ 
pect things to be done here 
that will be 
identified witli 
Northern in their broader ap­ 
plication in the years to come. 
We know it is going to be a 
thrilling experience, not only 
for Northern, but for all of 
us.” 


Arrive In June 


Dr. Bert 
Jones, 
head of 
the E>epartment of Conununity 
Services of Northern’s Public 
Services Division will be dir­ 
ector of the Job Corps Center. 
He will have 62 
p ^essional 
sitaff members and 38 support­ 
ing staff members at the cen­ 
ter. The pro* will do the teach­ 
ing. 


The girls will arrive at Nor- | 
them in groups of 50 at two 
week inters^als 
next summer 
starting in June until the full 
enrollment of 300 is met. They 
will wear blue blazer uniforms 
on campus. 


The girls, 16 to 21 years of 
age, will have no record of 
major crime, but 
pre-delin- 
quent or minor delinquent be­ 
havior. They will have been 
schooled to the 8th grade or 
less. 


Tlie girls will receive an al­ 
lowance, work clothes, board 
and room, medical and dental 
care. 


Job Replacement 


The center’s curriculum will 
include basic education, voca­ 
tional training for business and 
office work, sales, data pro­ 
cessing, food service, medical 
and dental aides, home and 
family life, citizensihip, health, 
and guidance cotmseling. 


Northern will help the girls 
find jobs 
after one 
year at 
Northern. 


The 
University’s 
contract 
with the Office of Economic 
Opportunity 
to 
operate 
the 
center is opened ended and the 
contract can be extended year­ 
ly for four years to m ^ e a 
total of 5. Total government 
expenditure 
is 
estimated at 
from $5 to $8 million in the 
full period. 


To house the girls Northern 
will rehabilitate Its Carey Hall, 
oldest residence house on the 
campus. It will also rent or 
purchase the Birds Eye Veneer 
Co. office building and convert 
it into a classroom fadlity. Dr. 
Harden estimated that about 
$300,000 in capital aequioitions 
and 
improvements 
would be 
paid for by OEO in creating 
the center.

Trial By Theater 


A letter to tlie press writer complained about Uid 
belmvior in an Upper Peninsula theater i*ecently and 
he seemed to make out quite a case for his annoyance. 
He recalled that years ago the theater admission price 
was only 15 cents and the kids were much better be­ 
haved, altliough he didn’t try to equate the two. Tliere 
was no suggestion that because the kids pay so much 
more to get into a movie today that thev feel they must 
shake tlie building to get their money’s wortli. 


The theater manager offered a rebuttal which is a 
comment on changing public behavior today. Tlie letter 
writer attended a night show, and the tlieater manager 
inferred that any adult who attends a children’s matinee 
today of his own free wtll must have a death wish. Even 
parenthood and its responsibilities aren’t atmng enough 
compulsion to make most adults accompany children into 
such a lions* den.

As for movie prices today, the theater manager 
says that he has no option. If he wishes to show his 
community the new pictures he must post the kind of 
prices which now tend to outshine some of the movies. 
Like $1.50 for “Thunderball.” He said “I remember thai; 
when we charged 15 cents admission you could buy an 
automobile for $600.” 


He said that the public, which has only to put up 
with the children in a theater today, seems to have no 
compassion on the theater manager who must try to 
contix)! them. “I have put out as many as 45 kids in 
one night,” he said. “I have stopped the show and said 
that unless things quieted down to a riot it wouldn’t 
resume.’*

“I ha\T bari’ed lots of kids from the theater. One 
girl is under a year’s exclusion right now. What do they 
do? They talk. They visit. Tliey stand in the aisles. They 
shout. They scream.” 


“One of my friends in a Marquette theater just 
finished a double horror show. With the gross he had 
you’d think he could stand it, but he was a nervous 
WTeck. The kids come for a double feature and they 
stay through the re-run.” 


Tlie theater manager today regards himself as a 
baby sitter at matinees and on Finday nights he’s a 
warden with a prison riot on his hands. 


One fractured theater manager said “If those ai*e 
the kids that ai*e gonna run this country, we’re sunk!”

That’s too dim a view of the situation. They’re go­ 
ing to be parents themselves later on and when their 
kids become intolerable at home they’i*e going to send 
them to the movies. By that time the price may be $5 
a ticket, but it may be worth it. 


What W'e’re observing is a change in social behav­ 
ior. Kids have ahvays been a bit noisy at their own 
matinees but now they’re blasting. It’s a reflection of 
their much greater fi'eedom of behavior at home: their 
domination of their parents; the general permissive 
American attitude toward youth. It makes our college 
campuses erupt with dissent.

The kids stayed with movies in the doldnmis of 
the industry and now that the movies are on the up­ 
swing again they don’t intend to be pushed out by the 
adults, nor even the theater managers, appai^ntly. Their 
noisy behavior is indefensible and seems to adults to l>e 
self-defeating, because how can they enjoy a movie if 
they’re talking so loud that the sound track can’t be 
heard? Or rushing to get popcorn when the villain is 
losing his grip on the cliff? 


But that’s the gimmick. The movie is an entertain­ 
ment w'hich consists only in part of sci*een fare. Kids 
think they might as well stay at home and watch the 
late show on TV if they’re only going to be interested 
in the flicks. The bigger bang for the little girls comes 
from the little boys and vice-versa and for everybody 
there’s the crowd, the gang, the mob. the excitement. 
Sean Connery is only a bonus. 


Since it seems impossible to raise the price high 
enough to keep the kids out there may have to be old 
folk nights at the movies. So we may be seeing ads: 
“Rebecca of Sunnybrook Farm with Hayley Mills and 
Baby LeRo>—For Adults Only.”

Dr. Anne C. Garrison reports 
radioactive carbon dating meth­ 
od determined the time when 
someone was extracting pure 
native copper from shallow pits 
in the Keweenaw Peninsula and 
on Isle Royale. 


Since 1843. more than 1,000 
mines have been started in the 
area. Fewer than 30 ever re­ 
covered the 
money 
.sunk 
in 
them and only about 14 could 
be considered profitable, she 
adds. 


Miss Garrison, reporting in 
Michigan Economic Record, an 
MSU publication, says the area 
stiU pi*oduces enough copper to 


rank Michigan fifth in the na­ 
tion. 


It produces only one-tenth as 
much as Arizona, however, she 
adds. 


The White Pine Mine accounts 
for 80 per cent of the state’s 
output, and 
known 
reserves 
make the While Pine area one 
of the world’s richest potential 
sources of copper, Miss Garri­ 
son repoits. 


She says White Pine, with a 
S12 million annual payroll, is 
likely to become the leading 
Upper Peninsula employer in 
the course of carrying out plans 
to double production. 


Miss Garrison savs 
Upper 
Michigan’s lake copper, as it is 
called, has a standardized per­ 
centage of silver content which 
gives it greater value. It con­ 
ducts 
electricity 
better 
than 
pure copper and is more re­ 
sistant to friction.

Cham is a rich Vietnamese 
farmer who lives up the Me­ 
kong River not tar from the 
Cambodian border. 


Cham is missinc» an index 
finger. 


Several vears ago the Viet 
Cong kidnapped Cham for ran- 
•some. They chopped off his 
finger and sent it in to pr.i\’e 
to hi.«? family that they had 
him — and as a warning that 
they meant business. 


The VC asked for ransom 
equal t<» six years’ .«alary tor 
a government .school teacher 


Cham’s 
family 
paid. 
The 
fuerrillas then sent Cham home 
intact, eNiept, of course, for 
his missing finger. 


Befoj-e the kidnaping, Cham 
was just another well-to-ft« 
farmer. He hadn’t been inter­ 
ested in politic.s. He was con­ 
tent to live well, have expen­ 
sive parties with lots of food 
and importod entertainers. His 
parties, in fact, were the talk 
of the dis’rict. 


The kidnanin'-’. cluinfied that. 
At 70 he resolved to liuht tlie 
VC. This hard-bitten farmer, 
who before had been intere.=t- 
ed only in himscU and hi% 
pleasures. bei>an telling people 
the onlv wav to defeat the 
Communists wa.s to get more 
ed ucation. 


In his hamlet, Cham began 
to think of the thousand or 
more youngsters as “his” ehil- 
dren. 


To start with, Ctiain g;ive a 
piece of his be^t land 
for a 
school. It wa.'^ii’t an ordinary 
elementary .schoiil lie had in 
mind Most Vi^-tname.se ham­ 
let 
.'^chools are 
lightly 
and 
cheapiv buiiv Cham wanted 
concrete walls, ‘'the kind that 
will last 100 


Cham 
gave 
some 
monev, 
rounded up more. He took one 
of his own boats and went 
down the river to get reinioic- 
ing steel and concrete, hauled 
them back himself. He wanted 
to make certain these materials 
would get to the school site in 
a huiw. 


Then 
he talked 
neighbors 
Into volunteering their labor. 


This first school was only a 
start. 


By pushing, tugging, hauling 
and organizing, Cham has got­ 
ten 11 more schools built and 
operating in his area the past 
three years. 


He isn't through. About 80 


per cent of the yoangslers w'ho 
graduate from ‘Cham's’ schools 
have no place to go when they 
graduate. Cham wants to get a 
higher sciiool started in the 
neighborhood. 


A friend 
who knows liim 
well promiiies: ‘‘Cham will do 
it, too.” 


Aid odvi.scM- Dan Hays says: 
“There’s a Cham in every ham­ 
let. We’v’e got to find him” 


WASHINGTON (AP) G— Pres­ 
ident Johnson has proposed to 
Congress a food 
for 
freedom 
program to “lead the world in 
a war against hunger.” 


Abandoning the idea of sup­ 
plying only surplus foods, he or­ 
dered increased production of 
some U.S. crops, chiefly rice 
and 
soybeans, 
to help meet 
overseas needs. 


He called for a maior interna­

To help meet world needs, 
Johnson ordered a 10 per cent 
increase in the nation’s 1966 ac­ 
reage allotment for rice to meet 
what he called unprecedented 
demands brought on by drought 
and war in Asia. 


He authorized the secretary 
of agriculture to buy limited 
amounts of dau\v product.v to 
meet demands at home and 
abroad, where milk from U. S.

And he announced that he w'ill 
take action to ini-rease soybean 
production in 1966.

C. R. Silversides, woodlands 
development chief for a major 
newsprint company estimates 
I that 
half the pulpwood 
for 
eastern Canadian mills is now 


1 produced by the relatively new 


tree-length system, whose use 
is growing rapidly. 
As cur­ 
rently practiced, 
this system 
requires about 3.8 man hours 
and 33 minutes of woods ma­ 
chine time to produce a cunit 
of wood, but machine develop­ 
ment will permit a cut in man 
hours. 


(A cunit is 100 cubic feet of 
solid wood,

make a ton of newsprint.) 


The other half of the wood 
supply is produced by the tra­ 
ditional shortwood system, par­ 
tially mechanized but still re­ 
quiring .some 5.1& man hours 
plus 12 minutes of machine 
time per cunit.

Half Of 1933 


LANSING (AP)—The number 
of Michigan farms has been 
more than halved since 1933 but 
farm production has made spec­ 
tacular gains, the Agriculture 
Department reports. 


The department 
said farm 
numbers decreased from 200,000 
in 1933 to 98,000 this year with 
13.8 million acres — an acreage 
decline of about one fourth.

Com production has nearly 
tripled since 1933, going from U 
million bushels to 99 millioB 
bushels. Potato production per 
acre has more than quadrupled. 
Oat production, although about 
the same, requires 
less than 
half the acreage. 


Winter wheat production hat 
doubled. Ball said, with 28 mil­ 
lion bushels raised last year on 
less acreage than was needed 
for 14 million bushels in 1933.
